Er there is not a juſt man upon earth, © that ; 
doth good and finneth' not. The Apoſtle was in 
all reſpects virtuous in his converſation before 
his converſion; and he 'was not leſs ſo after- 
ward, when ſin became his burthen, and he 
delighted in the law of the Lord after the in- 
ward man. As he urged the diſciples ' to. a 
converſation becoming the goſpel, ſo he ap- 
pealed g) to them for the unblameable man- 
ner in Which he walked himſelf: And when 
pteading his cauſe before the high-prieſt, in a 
numerous aſſembly, many of whom well knew 
his manner of life, and were his avowed ad- 
verſaries, he declareth that he had () Ai ved in 
al! good conſcience before God until that day. The 
Apoſtle, therefore, had as good a pretence for 
boaſting in his morality as any man; yet this 
is not the reaſon he afſigneth : for his preſent 
| confidence. Doubtleſs, it is With great plea- 
ſafe the believer Tooketh back. on a life ſpent, 

| under the influence of. divine grace, for the 
glory. of the Redeemer ; and he is very thank- 
ful that he hath been enabled to walk in any 
meaſure worthy of the Lord : But, what- 

ever ſatisfaction he may take therein, this is 
not the ground of his courage in a dying hour. 
On a judicious and impartial review of the 
| moſt unſpotted converſation in the . preſent 
ſtate, the believer will diſcern thoſe defects i in 
his morality, which are more than ſufficient

not been given, as too many are, to extortion, 

injuſtice, intemperance and uncleanneſs. An 
abhorrence of theſe evils, is eſſential to a ſanc- 
tified-mind, without which," the hopes of hea- 

ven are deceitful; but the not having lived 

in theſe enormous practices, is far from being 

ſufficient to recommend us to Jehovah, [who 

is of. purer eyes than to behold iniquity. To 

be kept from theſe groſs pollutions is a pe- 

culiar mercy, but this negative righteouſneſs 

will never juſtify: depraved man from his ori- 

ginal guilt ; from wo uncleanneſs of his heart; 

or from the daily tranſgreſſions, with whick 

the beſt of men are more or r leſs chargeable. 

And to proceed, 

3. The magnanimity of the Apoſtle under 

theſe circumftances, doth not ariſe from his = 
profeſſion, or his obedience, as a Chriftian, n 
nor from his ſufferings, labours, or ſucceſs, _ N 
as a Miniſter. Once the Apoſtle fetched his 
courage from the compleatneſs of his profef- 0 
ſion as a Jew: His zeal, and his exact con- 1 
formity. to the ceremonial law, was his glory. 

But, he had long. ſince ſeen this a groundleſs 
confidence, and renounced it. Nor is his hav-

ing his martyrdom, he partook of the ſupper

no preſident of this kind in the ſacred hiſtory. 


The Apoſtle, however, attended ſtrictly to the 


order of the goſpel: He could not allow him- | 
{elf to live in the omiſſion of bapriſm, the 


_ fellowſhip of the ſaints, the breaking of bread, 


'or any other appointment 'of his Redeemer, 
but chearfully complied with the whole of his 
will; yet this, his obedience to, Chriſt, is not 


eee as the ground of his courage. Nei- 


ther is he emboldened from the conſideration 


of; his being a preacher, or even an Apoſtle. 


| He knew, from the example of the Traitor 
chat it is poſſible for a man to ſuſtain, the 


characters, and yet remain an unbeliever, * 


in deſpair, and be loſt for ever. In one word, 
it is not his great ſufferings, or his abundant 
2 labours, 1 nor the wonderful ſucceſs of his miniſ- 


trations, 
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erode: — the Apoſtle with this 
profeſſion we 
have maintained in the fight of men, or the 


holy confidence: It is not the 


attainment of an high ſtation in the church of 


God: It is not the having made many prayers, 


or the, having preached many ſermons; no; 


nor is it the having been inſtrumental of con- 


verting many ſouls, that will ſuffice to animate 
the awakened ſinner, in the views of eternity: 
Nothing can yield true courage, and reaſona- 
ble joy, in a dying hour, even to the. moſt

eminent miniſter of Chriſt, ſhort of his having 
obtained like precious faith with the ſaints, and 


his being ſafe in the hands of that almighty 
Saviour, whom he hath preached to others. 
Accordingly, we find that the great Apoſtle 
layeth the ſtreſs of his hope on theſe things :

A perſon may truly believe, and 
yet be very doubtful concerning the reality and 
genuineſs of his faith in Chriſt. Theſe fears 
are apt to ariſe when under the hidings of God's 
face; and ſometimes they proceed from weak- 
neſs of judgment: : Indiſpoſition of body. alſo 
may trouble the mind, and promote theſe 
doubts ; But, it is highly probable, that in 
many inſtances, this ſuſpence is owing to the 
_ chriſtians careleſſneſs,” Some perſons live in 
the negle&t « of ſelf-examination ; they are not 
careful to compare their experience with the 
word of God, nor do they ſeek after the wit- 
neſs of the Divine Spirit, the means whereby 
hen come to know chat V have truſted

his people, is like that of Moſes; That the 
Lord would ſet a(y) man over the congrega- 
tion, and give them a paſtor after his own 
heart, that they be not as ſheep without 2 
ſhepherd. And our deceaſed friend, who was 
many years Paſtor of this church, diſcovered ' 
the like concern in his late illneſs: It was re- 

marked, by thoſe about him, that a night or 


two before he died, even in the laſt prayer 2 


he put up in his family, that he was very | 
earneſt with. the Lord for this thing. And 
thus it hath been often found, that faithful 
miniſters of Chrift, have employed their lateſt 
moments in commending their flock to the 
Redeemer. But, I think, this doth not come 
up to the expreſſion, which ſeemeth to import 
the entruſting a perſon with ſome valuable 
thing to be reſtored in due time; a ſenſe that 
perfectly agreeth with what follows in the 
text, wherein the Apoſtle mentions a certain' 
time, againſt which he expected to have that
